Death May Result From Attempt to 


Arrest Knauth, Who Disarms 


Officer and Wound* Him. 


Constable James Root of Soiith Be- 
olt, 111., lies at the point of death In 
\ Beloit hospital today as the result 
>I his attempt to arrest "Bulldog Joe" 
Cnauth, a character •well known In 
his section of the country, who of 
ate years has been following the vo- 
:ation of a horse-trader, making South 
Beloit his headquarters. 


According to the word received here 
'rom the Beloit 
police department, 
Cnauth disarmed Root in a hand to 
land encounter and then fired three 
shots at the officer with 
his own 
weapon. 
All three bullets took effect 
n his back, two striking the spinal 
column and the other embedding itself 
n his chest. Knauth -was later taken 
nto custody by the Beloit police and 
he was held at the city lock-up today 
awaiting action on the • part of 
the 
Winnebago county authorities within 
whose Jurisdiction the offense comes. 
Knauth, 
it is reported, had been 
causing a disturbance in South Beloit 
ast evening, and finally -when mat- 
;ers became unbearable, neighbors 
sailed on Officer Root to take the man 
>n charge. 
Knauth, it was believed, 
lad been drinking heavily. Constable 
Root arrived on the scene about three 
o'clock this morning and in his at- 
tempt to arrest Knauth received the 
wounds which may cause his death. 


Following the shooting Root -was 
taken to a Beloit hospital where phy- 
sicians attended. to, his injuries. Two 
of the bullets had been removed this 
morning but the third was still em- 
bedded in the flesh of the chest. Phy- 
sicians were unable to say what hopes 
of recovery might be entertained for 
Root but all that was possible was 
being done to prevent his death. He 
remained conscious and was.able to 
describe his fight •with Knauth despite 
the intense pain. 
Mr. Root is a former Janesville man 
and followed the 
carpenter's trade 
during his residence here. 
His par 
ents formerly resided in the town of 
Janesville.

Knauth has a bad police record and 
has given authorities in both Beloi' 
and Janesville considerable 
trouble 
Several years ago he lived on Goose 
island in this city and there raised 
and trained 
his 
fighting bulldogs 


from which vocation he derived his 
nick-name. He was finally persuaded 
to leave Janesville and subsequently 
located in South Beloit, where he con 
tlnued breeding bulldogs and now ant 
then engaging in horse-trading. Abou, 
two years ago 
he was arrested by 
United States authorities for misuse 
of the mails and for which he served 
a jail sentence. 
A later report from Beloit state 
that Root is in a dangerous condition 
The report also says that Root wa«

before adding the fruit Juices.

Velvet Sherbet.—Take the Juice of 


three lemons, two cupfuls of sugar 
and a quart of rich milk. Freeze as 
usual. 


Peach Surprise' Cream.—Peel and 


put through a sieve two quarts of 
peaches, add a pound and a half of 
sugar cooked with two cupfuls of wa- 
ter to make a eirup. When the sirup 
Is cool add six eggs, the peach pulp 
and put all together without beating, 
and freeze. The beating of the cream 
will mix the egga while the freezing 
is going on. 


Almond loe Cream.—To a quart of 


cream, measure a cup of sugar, a half 
cup of shelled almonds and four ta- 
blespoonfulB of orange juice. Blanch 
and rout the almonds and pound In a 
mortar. Put half the -cream and all 
the sugar on to scald, then add the, 
remaining cream and a teaspoonful of 
caramel and almonds, freeze and pack, 
to ripen. 


Cantaloupe Frappe.—Mix -well to- 


gether three pints of cantaloupe pulp, 
two cupfuls of sugar, and the strained 
juice of three lemons. 
Freeze.

sauce and chopped nuts makes a 
pleasant change. 


Grape Ice.—Make a sirup of one and 


a half pounds of sugar, and one pint 
of water; bring to the boiling point 
and pour while hot over four pounds 
of ripe grapes, which have been 
maehe* to a pulp.

Self-preservation is a strong 
law, yet we neglect teaching our chil- 
dren some of its fundamental princi- 
ples. We allow them to grow up with 
a smattering of knowledge that is 
often the reverse of practical. 
To approach the mosquito problem 
with anything like success, an under- 
standing of their habits and character- 
istics is necessary. There are four gen- 
eral types, but It Is the local forms 
that we will mention. This includes 
the 'household pests, that are so per- 
sistent that they make one sure of the 
truth of the slogan, "It pays to be a 
sticker. 'This type does not migrate 
more than two or three hundred yards 
and if this tact be kept in mind it will 
not be so difficult to trace them to 
their breeding place and destroy it for 
future use along these lines. The 
habits of: all mosquitoes are similar. 
The eggs are laid on the surface of 
stagnant water. However, they hiber- 
nate in hollow logs, crevices and cel- 
lars and t&ese lay the first eggs. li- 
no cases can mosquito larvae exist ex- 
cept inr water. There is a prevalent 
opinion that they breed in moist earth 
and that they exist in vegetation of 
any kind, but this is not so. Stag 
nant water, in any fonn of a conam 
er; from a tin can or bottle to^ a tank 
or cesspool will permit mossuitoes to 
complete their transformation. When 
you read this, ask yourself if any 
where about your place there is any 
receptacle wherein the mosquito may 
breed. If there is, you owe it to your 
self and to your family to remedy this 
evil. Much sickness can be traced to 
mosquitoes, so for one to eliminate al 
opportunities for them to breed abou 
one's place is simply taking a wise 
precautlon,',for the general health o 
your homeland babies. Is there a 
place on "your property where mosqui 
toes can breed?
